AGAWAM - Early voting will end 
on Friday, Oct. 30, but after just one 
week, it has been a rousing success. 

The Agawam Senior Center has 
been buzzing with activity since ear- 
ly voting started. With the ongoing 
pandemic and essentially all pro- 
gramming shut down at the center, it 
was the perfect location to hold early 
voting. 


Voting has been held during regu- 
lar business hours since Oct. 17, along 
with some special weekend hours, in- 
cluding Sundays. 

In all there have been nearly 6,000 
ballots cast already. 

Town Clerk Vincent Gioscia re- 
ported Monday that between early 
voting and mail-in ballots, 5,917 have 
been received and counted toward 
Agawams voting tally. 

It represents a “turnout” of ap- 
proximately 26 percent of the total 


voting population in Agawam. Typ- 
ical presidential elections can draw 
at least between 40 and 60 percent of 
the registered voters, but with early 
and mail-in voting, it is possible for 
the town to shatter that expectation, 
especially when in-person voting oc- 
curs on Nov. 3, and numbers from the 
second week of early voting are all 
considered. 

Gioscia mailed out approximate- 
ly 6,000 mail-in ballots for a variety

AGAWAM - While most eyes in 
the country are on the very contro- 
versial 2020 presidential election be- 
tween incumbent President Donald 
Trump and challenger, former Vice 
President Joe Biden, there are also lo- 
cal elections being decided when vot- 
ers are invited to the polls for a final 
time on Tuesday, Nov. 3. 
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State Rep. Nicholas  Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, will defend his seat 
against Democrat and Agawam 
School Committee member Kerri 
O'Connor. 

Boldyga was elected in 2010 when 
he defeated now-Agawam City Coun- 
cil Rosemary Sandlin. Boldyga has 
overcome Democratic challengers in 
every election since becoming state 
representative, including twice de- 
feating Samuel DiSanti and once de-

Boldyga is a resident of Southwick 
and was formerly a police officer in 
Connecticut.

of reason, including typical absentee ballots, and mail-in 
for elderly, and those still worried about the possibility of 
contracting coronavirus by exposure to public places. Not 
all ballot mailed out have been turned in and voters are ad- 
vised to mail ballots back as soon as possible. Ballots must 
be in the town's hands to be counted by 8 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Nov. 3. 

While numerous television and published reports have 
recommended mail-in ballots be mailed out or dropped off 
as soon as possible, local mailing could take less time to 
process and reach town hall. 

The Agawam Advertiser News reached out to the Unit- 
ed States Postal Service to ask about mailing times, but did 
not receive a response as of press time. 

A total of 752 new voters have registered since the May 
19 special election for state senate. Gioscia reported there 
are 22,356 registered voters as of Monday, and the dead- 
line to register to vote in the 2020 presidential election has 
passed.

per 100,000 in the past 14 days. If that happens this Thurs- 
day, then Agawam would be labeled red, or a “high-risk” 
community. 

There are 77 communities in Massachusetts in that cat- 
egory. The nearest to Agawam being East Longmeadow, 
Chicopee, and Holyoke. Agawamss latest data reported a 
rate of 6.5 cases. 

For the entire pandemic, Agawamss website was report- 
ing a total of 618 cases of COVID-19, which includes res- 
idents in the numerous nursing home and rehabilitation 
facilities in town. 

According to Agawams accounting of cases, there have 
been 81 total deaths in town, though 78 have occurred in 
nursing home cases. Nearly half of Agawam’s total cases, 
295, have been among the nursing home population. 

When Massachusetts had reached its lowest part with 
a weekly positive test rate at about 0.5 percent, Agawam 
had no active cases with individuals either sick or in quar- 
antine.

But currently, Agawam has 14 residents that are either 
isolating or are in quarantine. 

In the general community, town officials report there 
are 323 cases with just three deaths. Of the known cases, 
306 people have already recovered. 

Agawam’ website updates case numbers weekly. 

The Town has been a hub for coronavirus testing as 
Agawams Junior High School was a drive-up testing site 
for several weeks before school resumed. 

Agawams schools have also been talking about phased 
resumption of full-time in-person classes at the Agawam 
schools. 

However, with an overall uptick in classes, it remains to 
be seen if Agawam will have to consider its plans. 

Agawam has also been able to participate in high school 
sports for the entire Fall 1 season. Officials are hoping the 
school will be able to complete its season in soccer, field 
hockey, cross country, golf, and girls volleyball.

ing for families to be able to afford to live in the district. He 
is endorsed by the Massachusetts Republican Committee. 

O'Connor is challenging for state representative for the 
first time. She is a two-term school committee member 
and a veteran of the U.S. Navy who served in the Persian 
Gulf War. She is a 1995 graduate of Agawam High School 
and has a Bachelor's degree in Criminal Justice and a Mas- 
ters in Psychology. She serves as an auxiliary member of 
the Veterans Council, and advocates for special education, 
mental health, substance abuse, housing needs, and family 
support during her career. 

The two are going for the seat representing the Third 
Hampden District. Towns in the district include Agawam, 
Southwick, Granville, and Russell. 

State Sen. John Velis was elected during a special elec- 
tion in May. He took the state senate seat in the Second 
Hampden and Hampshire District previously occupied by 
longtime politician Donald Humason, who is now mayor 
of Westfield. 

Velis, a Democrat, defeated John Cain, of Southwick in 
that special election. Cain, a Republican, is now challeng- 
ing Velis for the full two-year term on the state senate. 

The district represents 11 cities and towns, including 
Holyoke, Westfield, Easthampton, and small part of Chi- 
copee. 

AUS. Senate seat is on the line with U.S. Ed Markey put- 
ting his seat up against Republican Kevin O'Connor. The 
seat is for a six-year term. 

U.S. Rep. Richard Neal, D-Massachusetts, ran and suc- 
cessfully defeated Holyoke Mayor Alex Morse in the prima- 
ry election in September. Neal is unopposed for another 
term in the general election. 

Finally, there will be two ballot questions. The first will 
seek to expand the 2013 “Right-to-repair” law where a yes 
vote will expand access to car data for independent me- 
chanics while a no vote will make no changes to the cur- 
rent laws. 

The second question will ask if voters in Massachusetts 
would like to see “ranked-choice’ voting. 

Sample ballots can be found on local websites or by 
contacting your Town Clerk. Precinct locations are pub- 
lished in the Agawam Advertiser News and will be open on 
Tuesday, Nov. 3 from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. It is not known how 
long it will take for local results to be known with the ex- 
pansion of mail-in voting.

SOCIAL SECURITY MATTERS 


Guidance needed on Social 
security and Medicare

Dear Rusty: I am turning 67 in October 
and as of today, I am still employed full 
time. I really do not plan on retiring unless 
I am forced to. But how do I arrange my 
Social Security and Medical care stuff. It 
seems this subject is like a color, and every- 
one has a different color they like. Is there 
any way for me to figure this out with help 
or on my own? I could really use some guid- 
ance. Signed: Perplexed 

Dear Perplexed: Okay, let’s look at your 
Social Security and your Medicare sepa- 
rately, because theyre two totally indepen- 
dent programs. 

You do not need to do anything about 
Social Security until you are ready to start 
collecting your benefits. Since you have 
already reached your full retirement age 
(FRA) of 66, you are now earning Delayed 
Retirement Credits at the rate of .667% per 
month. That means that your benefit in Oc- 
tober, if you were to claim it then, would 
be 8% more than it would have been at age 
66. If you continue to delay applying for So- 
cial Security benefits, you will continue to 
earn those DRCs up to age 70, when your 
benefit amount would be 32% more than it 
would have been at your FRA. The choice 
of when to claim your Social Security is 
yours to make, considering your need for 
the money, your health and your expected 
longevity. The longer you wait (up to 70), 
the more your benefit will be, and if you ex- 
pect at least average longevity (about 84 for 
aman your current age) then youll get both 
a higher benefit amount and more in cumu- 
lative lifetime benefits by waiting to claim 
your Social Security. 

As for Medicare, if you are now covered 
by your employer's “creditable” healthcare 
plan, you can delay enrolling in Medicare 
until your current employer coverage ends 
(when you stop working). “Creditable” is a 
group plan with more than 20 participants. 
If you now have ‘creditable’ employer 
healthcare coverage (including drug cov- 
erage) you wont be liable for a Late Enroll- 
ment Penalty for enrolling in Medicare (or a 
drug plan) later. If you are still working and 
know your creditable employer coverage 
will end soon, you can enroll for Medicare 
benefits to start coincident with the end of 
your employer coverage. Or, after you stop 
working, you can enroll in Medicare during 
a “Special Enrollment Period” (or “SEP” for 
those transitioning from employer cover- 
age to Medicare coverage). Your SEP for 
Medicare will last for eight months after 
you stop working, but you only have 63 days 
after the end of your employer drug cover- 
age to enroll in a Part D prescription drug 
plan. 

The bottom line is this - you don't need 
to enroll in Medicare until your creditable 
employer healthcare coverage ends. And 
you dont need to apply for Social Security 
until you wish to start receiving benefits 
(just don't wait beyond 70). 

One final point because you were born 
in 1953: if you are now married and your 
wife is already collecting her Social Secu- 
rity, you can file a “restricted application 
for spouse benefits only” and collect only 
a spouse benefit from your wife, while still 
allowing your own benefit to continue to 
grow until you are 70. But this option is only 
available to you because you were born be- 
fore Jan. 2, 1954.

Crocus: a great spring pick me up 


en I was a kid we had crocus growing 
in a rock garden behind our house. They 
bloomed religiously, year after year, with 


little effort on our part. As a young adult working 
at Old Sturbridge Village, I saw a lot of crocus 
there, too. I loved to look for the bright yellows 
and purples in the Towne and Fitch gardens, and 
even inside the homes when they were 
forced into bloom in really neat porce- 
lain hedgehogs, modeled after period 
forcing pots! Hedgehogs aside, I haven't 
had the same luck growing crocus in my 
own garden. Let's take a crash course 
on crocus culture so that this harbinger 
of spring will be happy enough to stick 
around in my landscape and yours. 

Crocuses are hardy throughout most 
of the continental United States, zones 
3-8. Northern gardeners love that they 
tolerate frost so well, and given the right 
circumstances will actually do better here than if 
planted in warmer climates. In fact, those who 
garden in the South often enjoy crocus for only a 
single season, making them more of an annual in- 
stead of the perennial we are accustomed to. 

Most crocus species prefer a location that mim- 
ics their native habitat: one in which winters are 
moist and summers are dry. This is because they, 
and others that fall under the category of “spring 
flowering bulbs, go through a period of dormancy 
during the summer months. Since they are resting 
and not actively growing, they need to be kept dry; 
excess moisture will cause them to rot. 

A full sun to partial shade situation is best for 
crocus and will encourage them to produce pro- 
lific, strong blossoms. Remember just how early 
in the season they bloom; many locations that 
wouldnt work in summer are just fine in March-, 
under deciduous trees, for example, since they 
have yet to produce their leaves. 

Plant crocus corms in the autumn, at least 4 
to 6 weeks before the ground freezes solid. These

“modified stems’ should be sunk twice as deep as 
they are thick, usually about four inches under- 
ground. Keep them that same distance apart from 
one another. Sometimes it is difficult to tell which 
end is “up. Examine the corm carefully and you 
will likely notice the start of a shoot or two pok- 
ing through a fibrous, papery covering on one side 
and a base plate with the remnants of 
the previous year's roots on the other. 
Now that you know what to look for, 
planting them correctly is easy. 

New crocus corms form above old 
corms each year. Keep a bed of crocus 
thriving by digging them up during 
dormancy and replanting them at the 
proper depth every third or fourth year. 
Tiny “cormlets” can be divided from 
the mother plant during this time as 
well. Usually they will take four or more 
years to produce blossoms. 

Crocus corms are especially tasty to rodents. 
There are all kinds of tactics one can use to try and 
keep the buggers from eating them. Some garden- 
ers go through the trouble of making little cages 
out of chicken wire and planting the corms inside. 
Others surround the corms with sharp gravel to 
discourage the animal from digging them up. 
There are also a number of deterrents, natural and 
otherwise, on the market that may be worth a try 
if you have a severe enough problem. 

Now that I've had a refresher course on the ba- 
sic requirements for crocus growing, I'll likely try 
again. Hopefully you will too!

Hampden County Municipal Narcan 
initiative surpasses 1,000 Doses 


SPRINGFIELD - In October of 2018 Hampden District 
Attorney Anthony D. Gulluni along with Baystate Health, 
Trinity Health of New England, and The Center for Hu- 
man Development announced a $70,000 commitment to 
provide Naloxone, also known as Narcan, to participating 
municipal police and fire departments across Hampden 
County. 

Since that announcement the commitment has grown 
to over $125,000 with two additional rounds of funding by 
the Hampden District Attorney's Office totaling $55,000. 

Hampden District Attorney Anthony D. Gulluni stated, 
“All indications are the opioid crises has worsened during 
the Covid-19 pandemic. Ensuring local first responders 
have the necessary life-saving medication to assist those 
suffering from addiction is crucial in our life-saving efforts. 
The partnership between law enforcement and healthcare 
organizations to expand the availability of this life-saving 
drug is crucial in helping those suffering get the treatment 
they need.’ 

To date, 1,120 doses of Naloxone have been distribut- 
ed to local police and fire departments in effort to combat 
opioid overdoses here in Hampden County. 

“Each of the over 1,000 doses of Narcan distributed as 
part of this special initiative to first responders represents 
a life saved. The opioid crisis has not gone away during the 
coronavirus pandemic, if anything, social isolation has 
made it worse. Any opportunity for people to seek treat- 
ment and enter recovery is a second chance at life, said 
Dr. Peter Friedmann, Chief Research Officer at Baystate 
Health

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Dowling nets $10K prize 
in modified race 


STAFFORD, Conn. — Chase Dowling 
took the home-track advantage to Victo- 
ry Lane in the Call Before You Dig (CBYD) 
Modified Classic 81 at Stafford Motor 
Speedway on Saturday night. 

Dowling, the driver of the No. S&S 
Asphalt Paving machine owned by Ben 
Dodge, rolled to a dominant win in the 
inaugural Tri Track Open Modified Series 
race at the Connecticut half-mile. The race 
win came with a smooth $10,000 check 
courtesy of CBYD and Tri Track — just 
a small portion of a purse that was over 
$58,000. Thirty-two cars started the race, 
while 51 Modifieds showed up in the pit 
area to attempt to qualify. It was the largest, 
and most talented, Modified field seen in a 
race in multiple decades of racing. 

Dowling took the lead on lap 12, led 
through lap 30 when he pitted during a 
controlled caution, then blasted back to 
the front to take the top spot for the final 
time on lap 39. He would hold off Matt 
Hirschman on multiple restarts in the sec- 
ond half of the race to win. 

While Dowling celebrated the victory, 
Hirschman clinched his fifth career Tri 
Track title driving the No. 60 Modified. 
Ronnie Williams made a late charge to 
finish second, followed by Hirschman, NA- 
SCAR Whelen Modified Tour champion 
Justin Bonsignore, who made his 2020 Tri 
Track debut, and Matt Swanson. 

The major wreck of the race happened 
off turn two on lap 30, just after the cycle 
of controlled caution pit stops. After Doug 
Coby had a mechanical failure at the green 
flag and stacked up the outside lane, mul- 
tiple cars wrecked, drawing a caution in 
turn one. It was in turn two where most of 
the carnage happened — with Woody Pit- 
kat ending up halfway up the wall on his 
side. Pitkat, Jon McKennedy, Dave Sapien- 
za and others escaped without injury, but 
were sidelined for the rest of the race. 


After staying out early, NASCAR Cup Se- 
ries star Ryan Preece elected to pit during a 
lap 39 caution, but was collected in a mul- 
tiple-car wreck in turn three, ending his 
chances. The race came down to Dowling 
charging through and pulling away, while 
Williams, Hirschman and others tried to 
chase him down. Richard Savary finished 
sixth, followed by Les Hinckley, Todd 
Owen, Ron Silk and Burt Myers, who start- 
ed from the pole. 

Outside of the winning purse, and the 
32-car starting field worth of prizes, which 
included $1,000 just to take the green flag, 
multiple drivers also increased their pay- 
day by winning contingency awards. One 
of the highlights was Owen, picking up the 
$1,000 Green Construction Hard Charger 
award after having to take a promoter's op- 
tion into the race and start last. A full list of 
contingency winners is below. 

Noah Korner was victorious in the 25- 
lap B-Main, advancing to the race along 
with Dylan Izzo, who finished second. Of 
the cars that went home, Blake Barney, 
who finished third in the B-Main, collect- 
ed $1,050 even though he didn't qualify. All 
cars in attendance at Stafford were provid- 
ed at least $300 in awards for attempting to 
qualify.
